The British lines on the Ly s front 
near the Franco-Belg ian border are 
holding well ag ainst the terrific drive 
the Germans continue to make. 
All around the sweeping semi-cir­ 
cle created by the enemy attacks on 
Amiens, the Germans were foug ht to 
a standstill y esterday and in some 
places the British improved their po­ 
sitions by counter attacks. 
At only one point did the defense 
g ive way , at Nerve Eg lise, on the ex ­ 
treme 
lower 
edg e of the Messines 
spur, where the British finally with­ 
drew from the villag e, after beating 
off attack after attack- 
This m orn­ 
ing the British backed out of the 
position, after g iving the Germans a 
hard pounding .

What Franz Sigel Says 


rjpH E R E is the ring of tru e Americanism in an address given now nearly 


a year ago by Franz Sigel, the son of General F ranz Sigel, fam ous 


as an exile from autocratic Germ any in 1848 and 184 9 and as one of the 


bravest of the brave in the Civil wrar. 
Mr. Sigel is now a resident of New- 


York City and his address from which the following is an extract appeared 


in the New York Times of Sunday, July 22, 19 17. 


“ W here do we, the sons of men lik e Franz Sigel and his com panions 


in the struggle for liberty, stand? 
If we are to be tru e to them and the 


ideals for which they fought, we m ust stand today on the side of America 


and freedom against the German governm ent and autocracy. 
We shall not 


then fight against our blood k indred, but, in the broader semse, we shall 


light for them against a governm ent not of their own creaticm. 
W e shall 


secure for them the right of self-government, the right of a people and not 


of a k aiser to find its place “ in the su n”— the sun of liberty and equality. 


“ If we are to em ulate the example of Franz Sigel, whap shall we do? 


Let him answ er In the words of the last public speech he evecr m ade, in 


G erm an to Germ an-Am ericans: 


“ ‘Politically, I am an American and nothing else; but 1 am 


proud to be a German.

The Union, nowr and forever.’ 


“ In the fires of the Civil w ar the north and the south were ,w elded 


into one great union of States.

the m any nationalities in our citizenship into one great cohesive u nion of 


nationalities, and burn away the adjectives of nationalism from “ A m e ri­ 


can,” then will there be a national profit that will m ore than balance the 


terrible sacrifices we shall be required to m ak e.”
